BRITISH OFFICER'S JOURNEY FROM SIERRA 
LEONE TO ALGERIA. : 


Further details have been reesived by Peuter’s 
Agency of the journey of nearly 4,000miles from 
Sierra Leone to Algeria Iniely concluded by 
Cantain A. H. Haywood, on officer serving in 
Sierra Leono, The journey, which was mado 
by Captain Haywood for sporting pnrposes and 
dpriog his leave, was {oll of interest, and, so far 
as is known, has never been made before in its 
entirety, certainly not by an Englishman, With 
the exception of Sierra Leone, the whole of tho 
territory traversed was under French jurisdio- 
tion. Rather more than half of the sntire 
distance, namely, 2,000. miles, consisted of avid 
desert, with very little wator, and inhabited by
